THE PROFESSION OF BOOKSELLING. V. 

THE ARRANGEMENT AND CARE OF STOCK.—II.* 

The first important matter to be considered 
is the shelves on which the books are kept. In 
most bookstores space is limited, and the shelv¬ 
ing should be made to hold and exhibit as many 
volumes as is possible for the room afforded by 
the dimensions of the store. To accomplish this, 
shelves are recommended of the following de¬ 
scription : The bases on which the shelves proper 
are to be placed, and which are put on the floor 
against the walls, should be made of boards of % 
of an inch in thickness and should be about 40 
inches high by about 27 inches deep. Let them be 
provided with drawers not larger than 15 inches in 
length, 6 inches high and 26 inches deep, to hold 
all kinds of small books, such as speakers, song¬ 
sters, prayer-books, etc., stationery, and other 
articles likely to be called for frequently, and 
which it is difficult to arrange on the shelves and 
to keep in order. Every drawer should be 
labelled, showing its contents. The best manner 
to make removable labels is to have them written 
in black ink on white bristol board, applying the

“card-holders” manufactured by E. W. Wood¬ 
ruff, 637 Massachusetts Avenue, N. W., Washing¬ 
ton, D. C., which are very practicable and quite 
inexpensive. 

The shelving proper, which is to be put on the 
bases above described, should be 15 inches deep 
and as high and long as the room permits. The 
sections of this shelving should be divided by up¬ 
right boards 1 inches thick, placed about 334 feet 
apart and running from top to bottom. These 
upright dividing boards hold the shelves, which 
are arranged about 13 inches apart and on which 
the books rest. These book supporting shelves 
are divided into two shelf boards, each 7^ inches 
wide,which are placed one before the other, but the 
one behind about 3 inches higher, in such a manner 
that they will hold two rows of books of the ordi¬ 
nary size, and so that the titles on the backs of the 
books of each row can be read without difficulty. 
To make these two shelves adjustable, have holes 
bored into the above-mentioned ij^-inch-thick 
upright boards. The holes (about fg of an inch 
in diameter) are bored about inches afart in 
four vertical rows, one each about 2 inches from

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the front and back edge of the uprights, and 2 
rows in the middle about 2 inches apart. On the 
upright boards, forming the two ends of the 
shelving, these holes are only about % of an 
inch deep and only on the inner side. The holes 
on the inner upright boards may run through— 
that is, from one side to the other. In these 
holes round wooden pegs of the same diameter, 
and about 1inches long, are inserted to the ex¬ 
tent of half their length, to hold the two rows of 
shelving, which latter consists of single boards, 
3 /i f eet long, 7/4 inches wide and % of an inch 
thick, and supported by two of these pegs on 
each end. In other words, on each end of 
these boards, at the same distance apart as the 
holes on the upright boards, half-round grooves 
are made to enable the shelving boards to rest 
squarely on the pegs. In this way the shelving can 
be adjusted by taking the pegs out and replacing 
them again, making the shelving wider or nar¬ 
rower as may be desired. This system of shelv¬ 
ing is adopted by many public libraries and gives 
perfect satisfaction. It does not cost much more 
than the ordinary shelving, and permits putting 
double rows of books, if of ordinary size, one 
in front of the other, and one row of any other 
large-sized books ranging from large Svo to large 
folio. In the latter case both boards are placed 
on the same level. (Figure 1.) 

To apply labels properly for each section or 
division of books in the store, the writer has 
adopted the following system of labelling : All 
shelf-boards in the store running horizontally 
are of the same thickness, namely, of an 
inch. The number of labels for the divisions of 
a stock of books consisting of about 50,000 
volumes will not be less than 1000. These labels 
are made either with white paint or silver bronze 
on a tin device, which varies in length according 
to the number of letters required for the label. 
This device is made of a strip of ordinary tin, 
about 234 inches in width, bent lengthwise at two 
places, so as to form a slide % of an inch wide, 
and is japanned on the outside, the lettering be¬ 
ing put on by a sign-painter. One of these tin 
slides, bearing the description of the division, can 
be put on the front edge of the shelf-boards 
in a moment, and can also be removed instantly. 
The flexibility of the tin holds it to the shelf 
after it is slipped on. (Figure 2.)

As an additional help to finding any division of 
books on the shelves, a piece of tar board, 4^x4}^ 


inches, is used, to which a tinsmith attaches on 
one end a slide to hold a slip of card-board, with 
the inscription written thereon in black ink. 
This slide is fastened as follows: One edge of the 
piece of tar board is covered with an inch-wide 
piece of tin, which is bent together in the middle, 
slid on the tar board and fastened by the aid of 
three or four holes, made with a pointed tool 
on the flat surface on both sides of the tin, in 
order to attach it solidly to the tar board. The 
tin slide, which is intended to hold the label, is 
soldered in the middle to the tin-covered edge of 
the tar board at a right angle in such a way that 
the two edges are equidistant from the tar board. 
The finished device has the shape of a “ T ’ in 
cross-section. The slide must be made so as to 
permit inserting the strip of card-board, contain¬ 
ing the descriptive label, on the outer surface and 
taking out and changing the same when desired. 
After the label is written, the strip of card-board 
is fastened in the slide by 
slightly beating down with a 
hammer each of the four cor¬ 
ners of the bent-over edges 
of the tin forming the slide. 
Of these dividing signs about 
1 500 are necessary fora stock 
>f 50,000 volumes. They 
• re inserted at the beginning 
>f each division of books on 
•ne or more shelves, right 
between the books, as if they 
vere books themselves, the 
abel slide preventing their 
lisappearing between the 
books. (Figure 3.) This de¬ 
vice and that illustrated by 
Figure 2 are eminently prac¬ 
tical, and will amply repay 
a retail bookseller to put them 
in. 

Of the books just received from the publish¬ 
ers, jobber or other source, one or more copies 
should be placed for some time on a counter or 
table especially kept for this purpose in a conspic¬ 
uous place, so that customers may be able to look 
over all the novelties that come in. On arrival 
of a fresh shipment, the books on the table are put 
on the shelves in their respective departments, 
and each division and subdivision alphabetically 
! arranged according to authors ; or, if the book is 
1 anonymously published, under the first word of 
its title. All copies of such books, of which a 
number have arrived that are not immediately 
wanted in the salesroom, should be wrapped up 
in mariilla paper, one or more copies by them- 
elves, and, after being labelled in ink, with the 
name of the author, title, selling and cost price, 
they should be taken to the stock-room, in which 
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the same general arrangement of books should 
prevail as is adopted in the salesroom. 

The classification of the stock in the store 
should be as minute and give as many subjects 
or topics as is possible, considering the nature 
and r number of books on hand. This is abso¬ 
lutely necessary if you wish to be able to show your 
customer in a moment what books are on hand 
on any particular subject, about which he may 
inquire.

ATTRACTIVE STATIONERY WINDOWS. 

Many stationery and bookstores possess large 
show-windows, but are at a loss how to use 
them to the best advantage. One thing is cer¬ 
tain, however, says a writer in the St. Louis 
Stationery “ they might as well not be used at all 
as to have them crowded with an unattractive lot 
of stationery goods. A little taste displayed in 
the decoration often brings to a store many cus¬ 
tomers who have noticed some attractive article 
in the window and desire to possess it. A win¬ 
dow should be decorated at least three times a 
week, in order that the goods displayed may be 
fresh and clean. Begin by decorating it with 
stationery and stationery novelties ; arrange 
open boxes of your latest stationery in a semi¬ 
circle, and inside of this semi-circle place, accord¬ 
ing to the size of the window, a few bunches of 
“ engagement” and also “ commercial” pencils, 
tied together with bright ribbons ; place a half- 
dozen of your new inkstands around among the 
pencils and try to have all of a different style or 
•design. A calendar, a few pens and novel paper- 
cutters may also be interspersed among the other 
goods, but be careful and not have them crowd¬ 
ing each other. If there is plenty of room left, 
place cards, rubber bands, or anything else you 
may have in this line, around in good order. Do 
not let this decoration remain more than a few 
days, and then treat the passers-by to an attract¬ 
ive display of your books ; stand a few of the 
latest books on end so an observer outside may 
read the title on the front cover without much 
trouble or effort ; place the others in different 
positions ; do not try to get a hundred books 
into an inch space. If you have any booklets 
you wish to display, scatter them among the 
others in such a way that they may be easily seen. 
A good background for the window is the crepe 
tissue-paper that was recently placed on the mar¬ 
ket. It can be draped among the books, and it 
is really wonderful to see how it improves the ap¬ 
pearance of the window. It is inexpensive, and 
may be changed every time the window is dec¬ 
orated. White-covered booklets would surely 
show up better if placed against a black or dark 
background. They will be noticed by people 
across the street, and will naturally attract much 
attention. For the third decoration, display your 
fancy goods, such as pocket-books, bill-books, 
purses, card-cases and fancy pen-wipers. Use 
some light color—crepe, pink or light blue would 
do—and make the crepe paper appear draped up 
in several places and then tied with ribbon to 
match. You can then arrange your articles to 
suit yourself as there is not so much danger of 
crowding them as the other goods. Try this 
plan, and you will always have a group of ad¬ 
mirers in front of your window, and it will also 
lead to a better and more profitable trade.” 


COPYRIGHT IN CANADA. 

According to Associated Press despatches 
dated August 25, Sir John Thompson on that date 
presented an important return in reference to the 
correspondence between the Canadian and Im¬ 
perial Governments in reference to the Canadian 
copyright laws. The bulk of the return is com¬ 
posed of the full text of Sir John Thompson’s 
memorandum to Lord Knutsford written in Lon¬ 
don in July of last year. This report is extremely 
comprehensive and valuable, going as it does in¬ 
to the whole history of the copyright question 
and setting forth Canada’s claims to the power to 
legislate on this subject. Appended is along re¬ 
port from the Minister of Justice to the Governor- 
General dated Dec. 15, 1S90, and detailing the 
result of his conversations with Lord Knutsford, 
the Colonial Secretary, on the copyright question. 
In this report Sir John says : 

“ Lord Knutsford was unfavorable to the view 
which I had put forward as to the powers of the 
Parliament of Canada in my report to your Ex¬ 
cellency, dated Aug. 3,1889. This matter formed 
the ground of much argument between his Lord- 
ship and myself, resulting in neither party chang¬ 
ing his opinion. Lord Knutsford concludes that 
discussion by remarking that unless the constitu¬ 
tional question should be decided in our favor 
by the Judicial Court of the Privy Council, he 
thought it would not be practicable to get the 
British Parliament to pass an act to set the colo¬ 
nies free as to legislation on the subject of copy¬ 
right. His lordship was of the opinion that it 
might be feasible to get Parliament to pass an 
act authorizing the royal assent to be given to 
such a statute as the Canadian act of 1889, per¬ 
mitting licenses to be issued for reprints of Brit¬ 
ish copyrighted works. His lordship intimated 
that, as regards this cause, he would require that 
his hands should be strengthened as much as pos¬ 
sible by the Canadian Government. His lordship 
was pleased with my suggestion that I should 
state in writing and at large the views which I 
had urged upon him as to the merits of the Cana¬ 
dian statute of 1SS9, it not being considered nec¬ 
essary that I should add anything on the consti¬ 
tutional points presented in my reports and 
interviews. Hence my letter to Lord Knutsford 
on the 14th of July, 1S90, which your lordship, I 
believe, has seen and on which council approved 
before my return to Canada by orders in Council 
of 7th of August, 1890. 

“ My report of the 3d of August, 1889, and my 
letter of the 14th of July, 1S90, give all the facts 
and arguments which I feel able to present your 
Excellency now. In this connection, however, I 
‘beg to call your Excellency’s attention to the 
despatch recently received from the Colonial 
Office, transmitting to your lordship a letter from 
Mr. W. Oliver Hodges, Honorable Secretary to 
the Copyright Committee of the Society of Au¬ 
thors, dated Nov. 3, 1890. The letter indicates, 
1 think, that the Society of Authors had received 
an intimation from Lord Knutsford that he would 
favor the ratification of the Canadian act of 1S89. 
The Secretary, therefore, tenders two or three 
suggestions as to an improvement of the act, but 
does not renew the request for disallowance, nor 
does it now attack the principle of our act. 

“ The argument on behalf of Canada is aided 
by the bill which has been recently introduced 
into the Congress of the United States. It will 
be seen that now, as well as on all former occa¬ 
sions, as I pointed out in my letter to Lord 
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Knutsford, the only copyright measure projected 
in the United States is one which contains the 
condition of reprinting, as ours does. There can 
therefore be now no reason to await the action of 
the United States in favor of the Berne Conven¬ 
tion, which British authors have so long hoped 
for, and which Lord Knutsford’s despatch of 
March 25 last asked us to wait for.” 

The correspondence closes by the following 
despatch from Lord Knutsford under date of 
March iS last : 

“ My Lord : With reference to your despatch 
of the 20th December, 1890, I have to acquaint 
you that the whole subject of Canadian copyright 
has been under consideration, but that Her Maj¬ 
esty’s Government thought that it would, on the 
whole, be desirable to delay in replying to the 
despatch until it was seen how the copyright 
question would be finally dealt with in the United 
States. Your Ministers will doubtless also wish 
to consider the probable effects in Canada of the 
legislation.” 


DECADENCE OF FICTION IN FRANCE. 

Jules Claretie quotes the most fashionable 
bookseller in Paris as declaring that the French 
public is now engaged in reading history ; that 
“ the novelists are losing ground,” and that his¬ 
torical literature and documents will henceforth 
have the upper hand of imaginative literature. 
In this connection a London journal says : 
“ There are about a dozen authors who command 
the French market, and some four or five whose 
popularity seems inexhaustible. But the number 
of novelists is to be counted not by dozens, but 
by hundreds. And still the publishers go on is¬ 
suing. A few days ago the publisher of one of 
these popular authors had 45,000 copies of his 
last venture returned to him. They were the 
volumes that had been sent to the different rail¬ 
way stations. And yet this author was very pop¬ 
ular. The explanation is the prevalent plan of 
sending works first through the press as fcuille- 
tons. The novel had lost its freshness ; it was 
discounted before it was issued.” 


BUSY TIMES IN THE ENGLISH BOOK- 
WORLD. 

From the London Globe. 

Whatever August may be elsewhere it is a 
dull month in bookland. Hardly any volumes 
of importance are issued from the press while it 
lasts, and writers are either at the seaside or 
among the hills like other people, or are busy re¬ 
ceiving and returning bundles of proofs from their 
publishers. And they are prosecuting that task 
this year with far more industry than usual. 
Judging by announcements that already have 
been made and also by what one hears, it seems 
likely that in the literary world October will be 
an exceptionally active month.

, OBITUARY NOTES. 

George Lock, one of the original founders of 
Ward, Lock & Co.,died August S. He was born 
at Dorchester, Eng., February, 1832. In 1854 he 
went to London and was introduced by his cousin, 
Mr. Thomas Dixon Galpin (then in partnership 
with Mr. George Petter as Petter & Galpin), to 
Mr. E. Ward, who, after an experience of ten 
years in the house of Henry G. Bohn, had been 
for some years managing the book business of 
Ingram, Cooke & Co. and was about to com¬ 
mence business as a publisher on his own account. 
The two entered into partnership as Ward & 
Lock, in 1S54, at 158 Fleet Street, premises oc¬ 
cupied some years before by the late Mr. David 
Nutt. The two partners both of them “trav¬ 
elled,” and they built up a considerable connec¬ 
tion throughout the country, establishing a high 
character for activity, enterprise and sound judg¬ 
ment. Mr. Lock and his partner subsequently 
entered into business relations with the late Mr. 
S. O. Beeton, whose publications they purchased 
and continued, thus becoming the proprietors of 
Beeton’s Boy’s Afagazine and annuals, the “ House¬ 
hold Management” of Mrs. Beeton and other 
works. After some years Mr. Charles Tyler, a 
brother of Mr. Alderman Tyler, joined the firm, 
which was then known as Ward, Lock & Tvler, 
and removed from Fleet Street to the premises 
in Amen Corner formerly occupied by Orr & Co. 
In due time the operations of the house were 
widened by the purchase of the business of the 
late Edward Moxon, and afterwards by the ac¬ 
quisition of that of William Tegg & Co. After 
the retirement of Mr. Charles Tyler, Mr. James 
Bowden and Mr. J. H. Lock, the brother of Mr. 
George Lock, both of whom had worked in the 
firm for many years, became partners, and the 
style was altered to Ward, Lock & Co. The 
rapid increase of the business necessitated the 
erection of larger premises, Warwick House, 
Salisbury Square, to which the firm removed in 
1878. A branch house was also established in 
New York, and another subsequently at Mel¬ 
bourne. Mr. Lock twice visited America in con¬ 
nection with this extension. Advancing years and 
the necessity for rest some years since induced 
Mr. E. Ward to withdraw from any active share 
in the management of the house; and the en¬ 
feebled health of Mr. George Lock during the 
last two years naturally threw more of the work 
upon the other partners, Mr. James Bowden and 
Mr. John Lock. It was determined a short time 
ago that the future style of the firm should be 
Ward, Lock, Bowden & Co. Mr. Lock leaves a 
widow and nine children. Of his five sons the 
three elder are engaged in the business he largely 
helped to create. 

Franklin Millspaugh, the well-known mana¬ 
ger of Edward P. Judd’s bookstore. New Haven, 
Conn., died August 21. Though he had been 
troubled for several months with a painful chronic 
disorder, his sudden death was a great shock to 
his many friends. He was born at Falls Vil¬ 
lage, Conn., in 1857, and entered the employ of 
Mr. Judd at the age of fifteen. He rose rapidly 
to the position of head clerk, and keeping pace 
with his rapid rise, there grew up a feeling of 
friendship and mutual dependence such as more 
often makes a business connection that of the 
relation of father and son than that of employer 
and employee. His small stature made him 
especially noticeable, but the attention once 
called was firmly fixed by the sterling qualities 
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of the man. Keen, intelligent and active as he 
was in business, yet among his friends he was one 
of the sunniest and merriest of good comrades. 
Quick, eager and zealous, he seemed to inspire 
his associates with his own ardor for the work. 
With but a common-school education for a start, 
he had by careful reading and close observation 
acquired much of that breadth of thought and 
tolerance which marks the well-rounded man. In 
his chosen field of work there are few probably 
whose knowledge of current literature and stand¬ 
ard editions was at the same time so thorough 
and so completely at their command as was his. 
Many a graduate of Yale and the travellers in 
the trade will miss the cheery face and warm 
greeting of "the little man,” as they were wont 
to call him ; while among his friends and in the 
store there has been left a gap which time may 
lessen but never fill. R. H. L. 

Samuel H. Haskins, for many years with the 
firm of Agar, Hamlin & Co., died of heart failure, 
August 17, at his home in Brooklyn, N. Y. Mr. 
Haskins began his business life with Harper & 
Bros, as a boy, and iater went with A. S. Barnes, 
from which concern he transferred his services to 
Agar, Hamlin & Co. about thirty years ago. Mr. 
Haskins was a warm-hearted and agreeable gen¬ 
tleman, and very popular with all with whom he 
came in contact. He leaves a wife and a son and 
daughter, both grown. 


OLD-BOOK CHAT. 

Mr. Alfred Bull, of Chicago, according to 
the Chicago Tribune , has in his possession an as¬ 
tronomical almanac by Regiomontanus, printed in 
1481, and containing the tables which undoubtedly 
were used by Columbus during his voyage in 
search of the New World. In fact, it is probable it 
is the identical volume used by him in noting in 
his diary a conjunction of the sun and Mercury 
Jan. 13, 1493, and predicting the eclipse of Feb. 
29. 1494. to compel the Indians to furnish food 
to his crew. Vespucci, in his letter to Lorenzo 
de Medici, expressly says that he used in 1499 
and 1500 the almanac calculated for the meridian 
of Ferrara by Regiomontanus. This volume is 
one of the series of Ephemerides published by 
him for the thirty years beginning with 1475, 
and which were the first ever published in 
Europe. 

A very curious Hebrew manuscript was sold 
at auction in New York some weeks ago. It is 
the Pentateuch in Hebrew written by Jews in 
China, where the race and the faith have become 
extinct. This roll is 141 feet 5 inches long and 
24^ inches wide. It is in excellent preserva¬ 
tion and was obtained in China in 1868 as some 
others were in 1851. It is written on very fine 
sheepskins, in large, clear characters, without 
points and without accents. As a curiosity it 
has value, and for purposes of study and com¬ 
parison it is almost invaluable. This curious 
roll formed part of the collection of John Wylie 
Barrow, a distinguished Oriental scholar. 

The late Charles Bradlaugh’s daughter has 
issued a handsome sale catalogue of her father’s 
library. It shows him to have been an omniv¬ 
orous reader, especially of works on theological 
and social subjects. The library contains a fine 
collection of rare books relating to the history 
of the four Georges. There are in it none of Mr. 


Gladstone's works, and only one of Lord Beacons- 
field’s. There are very few novels or poetical 
works. 

The recent sale, at a high price, of a first edi¬ 
tion of “ Walton’s Angler” has inspired a rural 
genius with a brilliant idea as to an easy method 
of making money. We are indebted to a corre¬ 
spondent for permission to publish the following 
letter, which is surely unrivalled in its simplicity: 
“ Will you kindly let me know by return of post 
if you can let me have the following kind of 
books, viz.: ‘Walton’s Angler, 1653’? Must be 
original copy of first edition, perfect, and not cut 
down. Say your lowest price for above, and if 
you can let me have it at once. Also let me 
know if you have got any great bargains in books, 
and the price of each, the worth of each; and how 
much clear profit I can get by selling each, and 
who to sell to.

At the beginning of October an increase of 
33-J- per cent, will be made in the amount of read¬ 
ing-matter printed wi the New York Critic. 

The August number of the No Name Maga¬ 
zine , of Baltimore, contains among other articles 
a strikingly original sketch of George W. Childs, 
by Eugene L. Didier. 

Ex-LibrisJournal'll the title of a new monthly 
magazine published by A. & C. Black for the 
English Ex-Libris Society. The first number, 
just ready, bears date July, 1S91, and contains a 
list of members of the Society. Apparently this 
periodical is intended to supplant the Book-Plate 
Collector's Miscellany. Announcement is made 
that future numbers will contain a bibliography 
of book-plates by Mr. J. R. Brown and Mr. H. 
W. Fincham. The magazine is to be devoted 
wholly to essays, correspondence and notes con¬ 
cerning book-plates. 

For a year and over “ The Woman About 
Town’’column in the New York Evening Sun 
has been read with pleasure by men and women 
who do not look for such a delicate high tone 
and such clever uses of good English in the col¬ 
umns of a daily paper. The anonymous woman 
is Miss Helen Watterson, and her engagement to 
marry in a few weeks Mr. W. S. Moody, Jr., the 
editor of the Sunday Recorder , has as much 
pleased those who know them personally as it 
will displease all who may soon no longer find 
Miss Watterson’s obiter dictas in their evening 
paper.— Harper's Weekly. 

No journal as yet published in the United 
Kingdom adequately represents lithographic art, 
either in the quality and usefulness of its contents 
or in its influence amongst the craft. To fill this 
demand there will be issued on October 1 the first 
number of The British Lithographer , an illus¬ 
trated technical and artistic journal for lith¬ 
ographers, artists, draughtsmen, phototypers, 
steel and copperplate engravers, etc., to be con¬ 
ducted by Robert Hilton and Charles Harrap. 
The publishers, Raithby, Lawrence & Co , al¬ 
ready issue The British Printer and The British 
Bookmaker and promise to make the new enter¬ 
prise as useful to the trade it will represent as 
these older journals are universally acknowledged 
to be. 
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NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

M. Renan is hard at work upon the fourth vol¬ 
ume of hi5 “ History of the People of Israel,” 
and it is said to be rapidly advancing to comple¬ 
tion. 

The London Publishers' Circular says: “We 
are authorized to state that the reports which 
have appeared in the press to the effect that Miss 
Mary Anderson is writing her reminiscences are 
entirely without foundation.” 

James Russell Lowell left to Prof. Charles 
Eliot Norton all his manuscripts, correspondence 
and papers, to dispose of the same at his discre¬ 
tion. This contains the material Mr. Lowell had 
collected for his biography of Hawthorne. The 
Critic's Boston correspondent doubts “ if the au¬ 
thor had progressed so far in the work as to 
leave even a fragment ready for the publisher.” 

Miss Betham-Edwards, the well-known au¬ 
thor, has just received a signal honor at the 
hands of the French Government. In recogni¬ 
tion of her numerous works on rural France she 
has been named “ officier de l’instruction pub- 
lique,” a distinction not often conferred upon 
foreigners, especially of her sex. The newiy 
made “ officier de l’instruction publique,” in her 
country retreat at Hastings, is busy on a survey 
or bird's-eye view of France—social, rural and 
economic—a hundred years after the Revolution, 
based entirely upon personal observation. 

Albert Delpit, who was born in 1849, is an 
American transformed into a Frenchman. His fa¬ 
ther, a rich tobacco merchant in New Orleans, sent 
him when a boy to the college of St. Barbe at 
Paris. His education finished, he was recalled to 
the United States to learn his father’s business; 
but a few months were sufficient to convince him 
that literature had more attractions for him than 
tobacco. He returned to Paris, where he began 
to write with much success for various newspapers 
and magazines. During the Franco-Prussian 
war he, like so many other famous men of letters, 
fought with glory, and was rewarded with the 
rosette of the Legion of Honor .—Strand Maga¬ 
zine.

Clergy of the Revolution,” by the Rev. Arthur 
Wentworth Eaton. Mr. Eaton is a Nova Scotian 
by birth and for many years has made a special 
study of the history and legends of that interest¬ 
ing country. H is coming volume treats of the 
remarkable emigration from the American col¬ 
onies to Nova Scotia and New Brunswick of 
between 30,000 and 40,000 loyalists, mainly 
members of the Church of England. Not only 
was this emigration an important event in itself, 
but it has never before been adequately treated 
in any hisi«>ry, a fact that greatly adds to the 
interest of Mr. Eaton’s work. The history of 
the English Church in Nova Scotia will be given, 
and the lives of some of the more prominent 
loyalist clergymen will be sketched. 


Sampson Low, Marston & Co., Limited,have 
purchased the whole of the home and export 
business (including the newspaper, bookselling, 
advertising and stationery departments) of 
Messrs. William Dawson & Sons, 121 Cannon 
Street, London. For the present the business 
will be carried on under the old name and on the 
o d premises. 

It is said that a movement is on foot among 
the London working bookbinders and composi¬ 
tors to obtain a reduction in their hours of labor 
without any corresponding reduction in wages. 
It the effort is successful it seems probable that 
the master bookbinders and printers may have to 
advance their prices for binding and composition 
to the publishers. 

Mr. Andrew Lang, in an article which he 
calls “ Adventures Among Books,” in the Sep¬ 
tember Scribner s, makes the following general 
answer to many inquiring admirers : 

“ One good thing, if no more, these memories may ac¬ 
complish. Young men, especially in America, write to 
me and ask me to recommend ‘ a course of reading.’ Dis¬ 
trust a course of reading! People who really tare for 
books read all 0/them. There is no other course. Let 
this be a reply. No other answer shall they get from me, 
the inquiring young men.” 

The firs r part of the Anglo-American Hebrew 
Lexicon, to be published by the Clarendon Press, 
is advancing rapidly towards completion. Though 
Prof. Francis Brown (of Union Seminary, New 
York), who takes the lion’s share of the work, is 
less known to fame than either Prof. Driver or 
Prof. Briggs (the hero of a great heresy trial at 
New York), his work is promised to be as accu¬ 
rate and as elaborately complete as that of any 
living scholar. 

Prof. H. Graetz, the well-known historian 
of the Jews, is about to publish in Breslau in four 
volumes a “ textus castigatus et emendatus ” of 
the Old Testament, making use, in conjunction 
with his own studies and researches for half a 
century, of all the widely dispersed critical ap¬ 
paratus of that period. His emendations, ac¬ 
cording to the Evening Post , “ surpass by many 
hundreds those of his predecessors, and he hopes 
to furnish a basis for a universally intelligible 
translation into modern tonguefe.” 

M. P. Friesenhahn, of Freiburg, announces 
an elaborate edition of Dante. It will comprise 
three large volumes in small folio, and will con¬ 
tain over 2000 illustrations in the text, besides 
numerous plates, some of them in colors. The 
work is edited by Prof. Gioachino Berthier. 


On the page there are often fifty lines of notes 
to four lines of text. The notes deal very fully 
with art, literature, folk-lore, legend, etc. The 
cost of the work to subscribers is to be 100 
marks.

“The Little Princess” and other fairy stories, by 
Lina Eckenstein; and a collection of “German 
Fairy Stories,” translated by various writers. 
He will also issue in the Pseudonym Library 
“ Some Emotions and a Moral,” by John Oliver 
Hobbes; “Our European Relations,” a Tyrolese 
sketch by Talmage Dalin; and “ John Sherman 
and Dhoya,” by Ganconagh; and in the Cameo 
Series “ A Minor Poet,” by Amy Levy; “ Con¬ 
cerning Cats,” a book of verses by many authors, 
selected and edited by Graham R. Tomson and 
illustrated by Arthur Tomson; and “The PoemS 
of Robert Surtees,” with introduction by Edward 
Peacock. 

Macmillan & Co. have just issued the first 
part of a new “ Dictionary of Political Econo¬ 
my,” edited by Mr. R. H. Inglis Palgrave, very 
much on the same lines as Sir George Grove’s 
well-known “ Dictionary of Music.” The ap¬ 
pearance of so elaborate a work, says the Lon¬ 
don Athciuzum , “ is certainly significant of the 
growing interest taken in economic questions in 
this country.

The most important series of arti¬ 
cles in the present part is that connected with 
banking, which fills altogether twenty-two pages 
in double column, classified under twenty-seven 
headings. The biographies include Bastiat, 
Bagehot and Babbage, and also Aristotle, St. 
Thomas Aquinas, and Edmond About. Under 
Sir John Barnard we should have expected some 
allusion to the statute restricting gambling on 
the Stock Exchange to which he gave his name, 
and every reader will at once see that James An¬ 
derson, the contemporary of Adam Smith who is 
credited with anticipating the theory of rent, has 
been treated twice over, by two different con¬ 
tributors.”
